At the meeting of tho Legislative Conn- 
ci held on Wednosday, Hon. &, A. May, 
Colmial Secretary, laid on the table Mr 
Oshert Chadwick's Report on the water 
supply uf Hongkeng, mainly with regard to 
the fall development of the supply from 
the Taitam-tuk Valley, To piblish tho 
Report fe extense would occupy too much 
of our space, therefure we .climinate all 
technicalities nnd present 9 summarised 
version of the details with the mnin points 
in full.

age. * Therefore,’ he says, ‘the gathering- 
ground should be increased, as well as tho 
reservoie capacity, and this can only be 
done by going further down the valley, 
and resorting {o-puaping, consequently

atouce. Another great advantage of this 
arrangement is that the supply could bo, 
matorially increased, at an early date. 
During’ the oxeeptioual drought af 1191-02, 
the stream, below Taitam, yielded af least 
45 millions of gatluns, in September and 
October, which would have been a valuable 
addition to the general water-supply.’ 

Referring to the position of the pumping 
station and the size and power of the 
neeexsuty engines, Mr Chadwick advacitos 
that ‘the pamping-station should be placed 
on the shore, well below the sile uf any re- 
servoir that inay, at any future date, be 
constructed.- It should he en the beach, 
near to vot in the neighbourhoud, at 
which th is about one fathon: of water, 
at low tide, to facilitate Innding coals. Tt 
will be more economical to take the water 
down tu the coal-supply, than tv carry coal 
up tothe pumping-station. Bringing the 
water dewn to the pompitg-station will 
net involve any appreciable increase of 
power, the water would be conveyed, down 
to the engines, in a pipe of appropriate 
diameter from which the pumps would 
draw’ direct. The water will then rise by 
gravity to the height of the water-levgl in 
the reserveir, or resetvoirs, and all that 
the. engines will lave to do is to life the 
water from the Jevel of the new rexervorr 
to the level of the Taituin Tunnel, 1 pro- 
pose that the ultimate pumping plant 
should consist of three ensines, each cap- 
able of Lifting 1 230,000 gallons in 24 hours.
